How Geysers Perform | 

Geysers have been defined as hot 
springs which intermittently eject 
columns of boiling water and 
steam. They are found only, al 
Places, where, the internal heat. at 
the earth approaches the surface, 
The action of the geyser is,.com- 
paratively simple: Water from. the 
surface .ce| from: subterranean 
squrces collects In the bottom ofa 
deep tube-shaped opening in th 
rocks. ‘This opening which has been 
enlarged from a crevice by the dib- 
solving action of heated waters 
charged with sulphur gases, {s 
known as the geyser tube, The 
water in the bottom of this tube is 
heated by hot gases rising from he- 
low or-by contact with heated, rock, 
but because of the weight of the 
column of cooler water in the tube 
above, it does not form bubbles of 
steam although it is heated much 
labore the «boiling point. The hot 
water gradually rises until the en- 
tire column of water becomes heat- 
ed and the water near the surface,

One mac said his 
panhandling netted an average of 
about $15 a day. The incomes of 
several others, who own property in 
ithe state, were estimated to be at

In Nylon Manafacture 
Even the corncob. is finding its 


place in the synthetic world, point ; 


out Purdue university specialists. 
Along with cotton-seed hulls, bran 
of oats and rice; corncobs’ are be- 
ing used in the making of nylon. 

The cobs, bulls and other cellu- 
losic materials are sources of a& 
chemical known as furfural. Ap- 
proximately 200 million pounds of 
cobs or other agricultural] by-prod- 
ucts are needed to supply the maxi- 
mum amount of furfural for only 
one company. 

In the making of nylon, the hulls 
or cobs are pressure cooked in a 
weak acid, followed by a compli- 
cated purification process. This is 
followed by exacting and complicat- 
ed processing to produce nylon 
“salt.” From “this ‘‘salt,”’ noylon 
yfrn is manyfactured.
